When emancipation came the feara 


of the timid concerning its disastrous 
effects on the northern cause were 
seen to be jrnuindless. Events went 
on as before.

wrote this latest decree of freedom 
into the permanent law forever. The 
war drajrjji'd on after Gettysburg, but 
it was only a shell. Its spirit, which 
was breathed into it by the Confeder- 
acy's hope, died on that Held. 


Th.e attitude of both Lincoln and 


Reward in the Mason and Slidell affair 
was statesmanlike in the highest de- 
jrree. It won tho golden opinions not 
only of Englishmen, but of all Euro- 
peans. It was assumed in the face of 
universal clamor. An act of that sort 
slv.-ws the highest courage. The frank 
admission of the wrong done and the 
real principle involved, that of the 
ri'j,'.it of search, which we ourselves 
had denied, made the act unique in di- 
plomacy,' a shining example for other 
la):ti< to follow. 


I.'nicoln's manner of conducting his 


campaiLrn for a second term consisted 
in makiiiL: no campaign at all. 
He 


knew Secretary Chase was a candi- 
date and yet did not resent it. nor 
would he ask for Chase's resignation. 
Thi-rc is no doubt that Lincoln want- 
ed the vindication of a renomination 
and re-election. There is no question 
that there were times when he felt 
doubtful of the outcome, though usual- 
ly buoyed up by a serene faith. Yet 
he did little or nothing for himself and 
let his enemies conspire against him 
unchecked. That he won out sl;-.;v;j 
once more that the invisible moral 
forces have more to do with running 
this world than they get credit for. 


After all. however, the best part ot 


Lincoln rests on such sentiments as 
arc shown in his Gettysburg speech, 
his second inaugural address, with it:i 
''charity for all and malice toward 
none," in his pardons for military pris- 
oners and in his large beartcdness re- 
vealed in a thousand different ways. 
His tenderness for the weak, his sym- 
pathy for distress, his patience and 
uncomplaining endurance, his lack of 
censure for others—all these things 
have touched the -world's heart and 
have engendered a feeling of personal" 
love for Lincoln such as has seldom 
been witnessed in modern times. 


The Gettysburg address and second 


inaugural-were President Lincoln's chief 
contributions to the literature of the 
world. 
In many respects they are 


alike. Both came near the end of his 
life, when his great and trying work 
was almost at an end. 
Both are ex- 


tremely brief, the briefest great ora- 
tions on record. 
Both are exceedingly 


simple, stating fundamental and pri- 
mary 
propositions 
that 
everybody 


knew and yet giving thorn a meaning 
so true and so final thr t it must be- 
come the verdict of the ges.
